WASHINGTON, April 1.—The deepest gloom pervades thie 4 Capitol Congress 
knows that Premier Sagasta has evaded a direct answer to the President’s demands, 
and nothing seems left but action. 

A message from the President is looked for soon. “ 

Many members of Congress were on hand at the White House from 11 o’clock 
last might, when the Spanish reply began to come in by cable, until 8 o’clock this 
morning, when the last word of it‘had been received and translated from the cipher 
code. 

A formal Cabinet meeting was called this morning, and the Spanish sory 
was again read. 

It is a most unsatisfactory message. The trouble, according to those who have 
seen it, is not so»much in its rejection of any proposition advanced by the President, 
as its utter neglect to answer any of the questions asked. 

The chief proposition by the United States was the immediate and complete 
independence of Cuba. This was sidetracked by Premier Sagasta, who, by counter- 
propositions, all of which asked for more delay, succeeded in avoiding a definite 
statement as to anything. 

The question which confronted the Cabinet to- ‘. was as to tis answer should 
be made to the note. The President personally favors more, delay and still more 


diplomatic efforts. Aside fram the granting of the delay asked by Spain, there is 
only one thing, diplomats say, which the United States. can do. 


That is the forwatding of an ultimatum, which. must. bé*answered spécifically : 


by Spain within twenty-four hours. In the event of a failure om Spain’s part to 


answer such an ultimatum or a rejection by her of its proposition, the President: 


will suggest to Congress the advisability of recognizing the independence of Cuba 
and the forcing of that recognition by a warlike demonstration. Then would come 
the formal detlaration of ‘war. : 

But before this is made it is likely that offers of mediation would come from 
some of the European powers, but such offers are not made until formal relations 
between two countries have been ended, so that any action of this kind would not 
come before Monday, even if it is made then.

WASHINGTON, April 1—Senator Davis, Chairman of the Senate Foreign

The President went ‘over the situation very thoroughly with Senator Davis 
and showed him the dispatch from Madrid that arrived late last night. When the 
interview was ended Senator Davis jumped into his carriage hurriedly and drove |’ 
off with the statement that he could not reveal what had taken place. 

It can be reiterated authoritatively that the latest dispatch from Madrid was 
thoroughly unsatisfactory to the Administration. Its dissatisfaction was openly an- 
nounced during severaf of the conferences that took place during the morning 
hours. | 

~ In yiew of the grave significance of the.dispateh it. was considered very delib- 
erately, and the reply of this Goyernment deferred until the President could confer 
with the members of his official family of advisers. The reply to the Spanish re- 
sponse, accordingly, will not be cabled until after the Cabinet meeting. Friday is 
a regular Cabinet day, and the President felt that there should be a full and fair 
conference before the views of the Washington Government on the reply from 
Madrid should be transmitted to Premier Sagasta. That the President has less con- 
fidence in a peaceable ultimate outcome, say some of those who saw him to-day, was 
apparent from the views he expressed to several of his closést friends.

SENATE COMMITTEE CAN REPORT 
A RESOLUTION IN 30 MINUTES. 


WASHINGTON, April ‘1.—After adjournment of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee at noon, Senator Davis, Chairman of the committee, left the Capitol 
and went to the White House. 

‘The members of the committee were even more. non- -committal ‘than usual after 
this session, and all of them’ indicated by their grave countenances and general 
demeanor that they considered the crisis had arrived.

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POLICE UNDER THE CHARTER. 


There is nothing in the City Charter giving the Police Board 
power to make removals and promotions at pleasure, even 
when a patrolman or officer has served his time, provided hfs 
recordis good. The charter, Sec. 6, art. 29\says: 

The policemen shall be employed to serve four years and are 
subject to removal only for cause, after a hearing by the board, 
who are hereby invested with exclusive jurisdiction in the premises. 
Any policeman whose term of service shall expire and who, dur- 
ing his appointment, shall have faithfully performed his duty, 
shall, if otherwise qualified, be preferred by the board in making 
their new appointments. | 

This means that during his first four years term, If a police- 
man behaves himself and is efficient, he cannot be removed. It 
means that when His four years term is up, if he has madea 
good record, the Board is bound to reappoint him for a new 
term of four years, in preference to anybody else, and during 
the second or any following term of service, the same rule 
would apply as to removal for cause only. 

The Board has absolutely no legal excuse for passing a reso- 
lution making policemen removable at its pleasure. But, as 
the Post-Dispatch has said, the Board is evidently determined 
to convert the Police Department into an instrument to serve 
private ends. To accomplish this the department must be put 
on a Russian basis.

TO MAKE DIAMONDS. 


From “Diamond Talk,” in Godey’s Maga- 
zine for April. 

In order to make artificial diamonds it was 
first necessary to analyze genuine ones, and 
even to dissolve them. The largest manu- 
factured diamond on record is less than 
one-twentieth of an inch in diameter, while 
the majority are only half this size. The 
chemist did not hold his discovery secret; 
he divulged it to the Royal Sogiety, and 
members proceeded to imitate him in his 
fascinating work. They took pure iron and 
placed it in a carbon crucible with pure 
charcoal fren sugar, and an electric fur- 
nace and a powerful arc quickly melted the 
iron and mixed ji, with carbon. An intense 
heat is applied to* 1e liquid mass for a few 
minutes. and ther it is plunged into .cold 
water. The iron in cooling passes from the 
liquid to the solid state, and the force ex- 
erted by the metal in its rapid expansion 
is tremendous. It is under this pressure 
that the carbon is separated into trans- 
arent crystalline form. These small crys- 
als are the diamonds.

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erial Destroyer, Its Trip 


' From St. Louis and the Destruction of the 
War Ships in New York Harbor in 1898 


From a History of the United States, Pub- 

lished in 1908. 

Never since war was declared with Spain 
was there such excitement in St. Louis as 
was seen on the morning of May 1, 1898. 
The bombardment and capture of Havana 
had stirred men’s souls to theif depths, 
and news of subsequent American victories 
on the island of Cuba had caused unbound- 
ed enthusiasm. But on the date mentioned 
some event appeared to have happened 
within the city itself that had excited the 
interest of its population to the uttermost, 
The streets were filled with hurrying 
throngs, making in one direction. No one 
seemed to know precisely what they were 
hastening to see, but every one seemed con- 
vineed that it was something of the grav- 
est importance. 

Such ‘trifies as a display of laundry hung 
in a window or a kite flying overhead 
have often been known to gather a gaping 
multitude in times m profound peace, Con-

The American Steel and Wire Co., the 
new trust that controls about 75 per cent 
of the country’s total output of wire prod- 
ucts, took charge Friday of the Co nsoli- 
dated Steel and Wire Co. of St. Louis. 

The officers of the company are W. Eden- 
horn of €hicago, President; A. Clifford of 
St. Louis, Treasurer, and D. A. Merriman, 
Manager. 


At the offices, 1935 Papin street, it was 
stated that there had been no change in 
the force in charge, but as the first officers 
and controlling stockholders resided in Chi- 
cago, it would be impossible to foretell the 
purchasing company’s intentions, 

The local plant is situated along Papin 
street, from 1935 to Twenty-first street. It 
was partially destroyed by the tornado and 
has but recently been fully rebuilt, There 
has been no work done there since Sep- 
tember. From four hundred to six bundred 
men were employed prior to the shut-down. 

It is said that a majority of these, all 
that cared to go, were put to°work in Joliet 
mills. 

The local force declare they have ‘no 
knowledge of the time of the selling of the 
plant, as all that was arranged in Chicago. 

The Consolidated company succeeded the 
St. Louis Wire Mill Co. about five years ago. 

The trust has now secured mills in Pitts- 
burg, Allentown and Beaver Falls, Pa., two 
in Joliet, Ill., one in St. Louis and three in 
Cleveland. 

In the last city the plants of the H. P. 
Nail Co., American Wire and Steel Co. and 
Consolidated Steel and Wire Co. were se- 
cured Friday and notice posted discharg- 
ing all employes. It is estimated that 3000 
men in Cleveland are thus thrown out of em- 
ployment. 

The American Steel and Wire Co.—the 
trust—has notified the men that all applica- 
tions for reinstatement must be in by the 
9th of April.

A Great Lot of Sport Furnished Lovers 
of Boxing at East St. Louis 
Last Night, 


Appearances are often deceitful. 

You can’t always tell a fighting dog Dy 
his looks. 

A rat-tailed terrier will sometimes eat 
up a crop-tailed, broad-shouldered bull 
dog. 

On the race track you sometimes see @ 
short-barrelled, short-legged . animal get 
away with a field of good-looking horses. 

And what is true in this respect of dogs 
and horses is true of men. 

When George Kerwin, the Chicago box- 
ing enystery, and Ed Lally, the champion 
lightweight of St. Louis, stepped in the 
ring at East St. Louis last night appear- 
ences were all in favor of the St. Louisan. 

He appearéd to have the advantage of 
his opponent in weight, height,- reach and 
all other points which in & pugilistic en- 
counter mean so nmruch, 

The St. Louis boy had scarcely sicod up 
in the center of the ring to shake hands 
with his opponent -than all hands noticed 
the advantage he had in generai build. 

But comparisons’ ended then and there. 
From that point, indeed, they were odious, 
Kerwin proving himself Lally’s muster at 
all points of the boxing game and appearing 
to hold his man safe at all stages of the 
encounter. 

Lally’s stand against the Chicagocn was, 
in fact, a bitter disappointment to his hun- 
dreds of friends. He maitle a miserabie 
showmsg and the old fire, dash and vin 
which ‘he has exhibited in all his previous 
fights Were last night totally lacking. 

lt might have been stage fright or the 
peculiar style adopted by Kerwin that rat- 
tled Lally, but one thing is certain, his 
blows last night were not backed by the 
old steam and at no point of the proceed- 
ings did he appear to have the ghost of a 
chance, 

Kerwin fights more like Fitzsimmons 
than any man in the ring to-day. He leans 
+well forward and, instead of dancing away 
from his opponent, is always on the ag- 
gressive, In the very first round last night 
he pressed Laliy so hard that the latter 
was forced to sprint out of harm’s way. 

Only once in the fight did Lally appear 
to have a ‘“‘peep.’’ That was in the second 
round, when, after a lively mix-up in one 
corner, Kerwin fell down. [t looked like a 
knock-down,* but it was only a slip, anda 
second later Kerwin was on his feet again 
and fighting furiously. : 

In the third Kerwin went in to finish Lally. 
In the last 30 seconds of that round Wer- 
win rained a shower of blows on Lally’s 
head .and face and aa the gong sounded 
Lallw’sank back in his corner thoroughly ex- 
hausted and aii but out. 

The rapid work told on Kerwin somewhat 
and in the fourth round he was unable to 
finish his man. Lally, on the other hand, 
appeared to have caught his second wind 
and from the fourth to,the sighth, the clos- 
ing round of the batile, he did better. Still, 
while the fight lasted he continually clinched 
to escape punishment and Referee Tim 
Hurst was kept busy separating the men 
and trying’ to get them to fight instead of 
wrestle 

Hurst’s decision tn giving the bout to, Kir- 
Pwin met with universal approval. Just be- 
fore the battle Hurst announced the weighis 
as: Lally, 189; Kersvin, 139.

AN INTERNATIONAL ISSUE. 


Hot Fight Qver American anc Cana- 
dian Railroad Grants. 

NEW YORK, April 1—A dispatch from 
Ottawa says: ‘“‘The fiercest fight ever put 
up against an American railway interest in 
Canada resulted in the triumph of the Cana- 
dian promoters of the Kettie Valley River 
Railway bill in the House Railway Commi't- 
tee. It was, however, by the narrow major- 
ity of 54 for the bill against 48, althoug) the 
Minister of Railways had come out flat- 
footed in favor of the measure, 

The lobbying done by the Canadian Paclifie 
Railway against the bill was wholly un- 
precedented here, The reason is that over 
this American railroad and associated roads, 
if this charter can be had, the Grand Trunk 
will cross the continent from its Chicago 
terminus and enter Southern British Col- 
umbia from the United States side of the 
frontier in competition with the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, 

The contention of the Canadian Pacific 
was that this was a purely American scheme 
to capture the undeveloped wealth of the 
boundary creek and carry it over to tho 
American side of the line. To meet this thé 
Corbin interest, which is promoting the road, 
uaranieed to build their smelter on the 
ritish side. The region to be opened up is

FE WAS THE FAMOUS CLAIMANT 
FOR THE ESTATE BELONGING 
TO ROGER C. TICHBORNE. 


HE SUCCUMBS TO SYNCOPE. 


For Some Time He Lived in New York, 
but Was in London When Fa- 
tally Stricken. 


LONDON, April 1.—Arthur Orten, the 
Tichborne claimant, died of syncope yes- 
terday evening. 


The. Tichborne case is the most famous 
in British court history. The estate is 
worth $120,000 a year. 

Roger Charles Tichborne, the rightful heir 
to the title and property, sailed from Havre 
to Valparaiso in 1853, and the following 
year sailed for Rio Janeiro in a vessel that 
foundered at sea. A chancery suit was in- 
stituted and his death legally proved in 
1865. Later a claimant turned up who + 4 
resented himself as Roger Charles TG - 
borne, and asserted before the courts that 
he and eight of the’ crew of the foundered 
ship were saved; that he went to Australia 
and lived there 13 years under the name 
of Castile, but had married under the name 
of Tichborne, He was accepted by the 
Dowager Lady Tichborne as her son, but 
the courts decided that he was an impostor, 

Subsequently the claimant was indicted 
for perjury and forgery “under the name 
of Arthur Orten. In 1874 he was convicted 
and sentenced to 14 years’ imprisonment at 
hard labor, Sut in 1884 was released on 
ticket-of-leave. He went to the United} 
States and for a time served as a bartender 
on the Bowery in New York,
